1 . In response to applicant's argument that there is no suggestion to combine the 
references, the examiner recognizes that obviousness can only be established by 
combining or modifying the teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed invention 
where there is some teaching, suggestion, or motivation to do so found either in the 
references themselves or in the knowledge generally available to one of ordinary skill in 
the art. See In re Fine . 837 F.2d 1071, 5 USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988)and In re 
Jones . 958 F.2d 347, 21 USPQ2d 1941 (Fed. Cir. 1992). In this case, the admitted 
prior art discloses all limitations except for the at least one of the first and the second 
AP pinned layer comprises a cobalt layer. Gill has been relied upon for disclosing a spin 
valve sensor having a pinned structure including a first pinned layer 418 made of Co 
(cobalt, column 7, lines 42-45 disclose that the first AP-pinned layer 418 may be a layer 
of Co). Therefore, the Examiner maintains that it would have been obvious to one of 
ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to manufacture the first 
pinned layer of the admitted prior art with a cobalt material as taught by Gill to improve 
structure and composition of the pinned layer, thus provide increased spectacular 
scattering, and, in turn improved performance of the overall disk drive system. 
Additionally, it has been held to be within the general skill of a worker in the art to select 
a known material having different chemical bonding structures on the basis of its 
suitability for the intended use as a matter of Obvious design choice. In re Leshin , 125 
USPQ 416 (CCPA 1960). 

The Examiner also respectfully points out that the phrase "comprising a cobalt 
layer and including no iron content" and the phrase "consists of cobalt" or "pure cobalt".
